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THE FEDERATION AND INDUSTRIAL PROBLEMS 


Federation of Saorstat Industries and 

the National Agricultural and In- 
dustrial Development Association is to ensure 
'that the legal and financial control of Irish 
industry will be in the hands of Irish 
nationals. The following statement issued on 
behalf we both bodies Summarises their 
position ;— : 

“There are a number of countries where 
industrial -production is almost entirely 
regulated, by foreign companies. While there 
may be some justification for this in cases 
where the Indigent population is ignorant and 
quite incapable of operating industries, there 
is no excuse in the case of our own country. 
We have been in the position for over a 
century of having had to abandon industry 
through impossible trading conditions imposed 
on us from outside. As a result our péople 
have gone over the whole of the English- 
speaking world helping to found industries 
where none existed, not to speak of new 
countries and civilisations. 


TARIFFS 


“ The present protective system of high 
tariffs was put into operation in order to 
give employment to our own people and in 
order to secure for Saorstat citizens the 
largest possible volume of production of 
goods and services, consistent with. efficiency. 

In a few words, s:nce we had fisca!' 
freedom with a considerable measure of 
political freedom, we would see to it that 
Irishmen obtained the maximum advantages 
from the position that had been achieved, 

“It was clearly understood that the profits 
were to be retained in the country, that the 
opportunities for creating new wealth and, as 
a result, more employment, were to be 
reserved. for the people who for a century 
have been deprived of their mghts in this 
respect, whose opportunities have been con 
fined mainly to the production of cattle and 
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and foodstuffs. It was clearly understood 
that those native manufacturers who had 
maintained their businesses both in the pre- 
Treaty period, when they were at the mercy 
of foreign rivals, and in the period of moderate 
tariffs from 1922 to 1932, would be encouraged 
to expand, and would not be subjected to the 
competition of foreign companies exploiting 
tariffs for their own benefit. 


LEGISLATION 


“The present Administration, in order to 
make it possible to ensure protection for Irish 
industrialists in respect of all these numerous 
considerations, passed legislation to secure 
the control of industry for Free State 
nationals, The legislation has not been effec- 
tive. It is important to keep to the positive 
aspect of the problems, and to state in as 
clear a way as possible what the Federation 
stands for—what it means by nationally con- 
trolled industries. 

“ As a first generalisation, all new industries 
where possible should be entirely controlled 
by Irish nationals operated with Irish capital, 
should use Irish trade marks for their pro- 
ducts, and should employ Irish executives 
and Irish labour. In the case of industries 
for the production of articles requiring highly 
specialised. technical knowledge there is no 
objection to making use of foreign technicians, 
provided they have no managerial control. 


NATIONAL CONTROL 


“In the fase of industries for which no 
competent technicians are Speers and a 
foreign company must fparticipate, the 
company must be clearly under the control of 
nationals, Equally in the case of industries 
requiring machinery or processes for which 
there are foreign monopoly rights, it is still 
essential to maintain full national control of 
the industry in question. 


SUPPORT. NATIONAL INDUSTRIES 
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““H, is found impossible to promote a new 
industry without a considerable amount, of 
foreign capital being invited by participation. 
There should be no secret agreement, no 
contracts for raw materials, which, in fact, 
leave the two-thirds majority of Irish 
shareholders required by law impotent. In- 
dustries of this category must satisfy the 
Government that their total capital is 
sufficient to operate the business, and that no 
loans or overdrafts are being provided, which, 
being guaranteed by the foreign company, 
give to it the virtual control. 


TRADE MARKS 


“The assignment of foreign trade marks by 
manufacturing concerns is to be limited to 
the greatest possible degree, since the value 
of such marks often confers control on the 
foreign section of the company. If it is found 
impossible, after exhaustive investigation, to 
promote certain large undertakings involving 
large capital and very extensive technical 
assistance, there is no objection to inviting 
foreign companies to operate here, provided 
they do not compete with existing concerns, 
and provided they hold a licence from the 
Government, 


NEW INDUSTRIES 


“The Federation believes that many of the 
new industries now subject to foreign control 
should, by legislation, w required to ensure 
their control by nationals within a period of 
years from their establishment. There is 
nothing extreme about these proposals, It 
would be sufficient to add that they are in 
accordance with reasonable principles of 
nationality and national unity and status. It 
is to he honed that this vear the Federation 
and the N.A.I.D.A, will exert powerful 


influence to secure legislation for their |

HERE was a large attendance of 
I members at the third annual general 
meeting of the Federation of Saorstat 


Industries, which was held at the Gresham 


Hotel, Dublin, yesterday evening. 

In the course of his address, the President 
(Mr. Peter McCarthy), at the outset, referred 
to the death of Mr. Joseph Milroy, his pre- 
decessor in office, who, he said, was a founder 
of the Federation, an outstanding worker in 
the national cause. The inspiration afforded 
by his wholehearted enthusiaism, his 
sincerity, his loyalty, and his constant 
striving for the success of our aims remains 
with us as air example which we shall always 
hold in profound regard. 

Continuing, he said that there had been a 
great expansion in the activities of the 
Federation, and the way was now clear to 
meet the important problems which were to 
receive the attention of the Council during 
the coming twelve months. The Council had 
served them well; their assiduous attention 
had been gratifying to him, and their 
work on special committees, deputations 
and conferences showed their willingness 
to serve the members’ § interests at 
all times. The statement of accounts 
showed increased expenses, and, although the 
expenditure was exceeded by the revenue, 
there were a number of charges included 
which would not occur again. The balance 
at bank was imdicattve of their healthy 
financial position. 


CRITICISM 


Continuing, Mr. McCarthy said: 

‘*Manufacturers meet with a lot of 
criticism, as you are aware. Most of it, 1 
would say, is unprovoked and unnecessary, 
and is mainly due to the superficial know- 
ledge which most of the critics have of 
the difficulties of all kinds with which the 
manufacturer has to deal. 1 am not going 
to speak at length on: the main difficulty of 
national manufacturers, which is, as you all 
realise, the ever-present question of pene- 
tration by external firms imto the field oi 
industrial actrtvity created here some years 
ago as a result of the policy of the Govern 
ment. External interests affect the native 
producer in many ways, and your Council has 
continually before it the handicaps under 
which. some of you labour as. a result of the 


competition from non-national firms. It is, 


difficult to assess the national gain resulting 
from the efforts of the national manu- 
facturers during the industrial revival. Apart 
from the main difficulty already mentioned, 
there are numerous others, including a limited 
market, uncontrolled competition and the 
dangers of over-production. We have now 
arrrved at a position in which moat of the 
country’s wants m luxury, as well as in 
necessary commodities, are manufactured at 
home. To you who bore the brunt of the 
attack when it was necessary to bring about 
this position there is due a tribute to your 
initiative, enterprise and courage. The 


notion that the field of Irish -industry_.is, 


a Utopia is still entertained by the 
unthinking few. The majority of the people, 
however, are sufficiently enlightened to under- 
stand that the building of a successful in- 


| dustry calls for initiative, hard work, the 


taking of many risks, and often a small 
return of the capital invested. Few doubt 
the ability, capacity and enthusiasm of the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce, but in 
the years to come the results of his efforts 
will, I think, be judged, not by the number 
of new factories established during his term 
of office, but by the extent to which they are 
nationally owned and controlled.”’ 

More propaganda, said the President, was 
necessary to acquaint the public with the 
stand they are taking in the national interest. 


——— 


With regard to the questron of price, the 
manufaeturer was too often criticised for some- 
thing over which he had no control. He 1e- 
ferred to the difference between the price 
which the manufacturer gets for’ an article 
and the price at which it is sold to the 
consumer. In other words, bad distribution 
to a large extent was one of their big internal 
worries They hoped to be in a position 
before long to effect some changes which 
would regulate distribution, so as to give a 
fair price to the manufacturer and the con- 
sumer. More efficient marketing would confer 
extra benefits on the public, and every 
national manufacturer realised that he was 
dependent on the public. The consumer, 
however, should remember that he was also 
dependent upon the manufacturer, because it 
could not be gainsaid that the selling price 
of goods was equal to the total purchasing 
power given out in the course of production. 

It is my pleasant duty to-day, said Mr. 
McCarthy, to acquaint you formally of the 
linking-up proposals which have been agreed 
to by your Council and the Council of the 
N.A.[I.D.A. You have already had an oppor- 
tunity of reading the draft agreement in the 
current issue of our monthly review. 

Those of us who opposed the previous pro- 
posals with the N.A.I.D.A. did so, in the 
main, for three reasons: 

(1) Owing to the number of non-national 
firms in that organisation. 

We are informed that the firms which 
would have been ineligible for membership 
have now been eliminated. 

(2) What we considered to be the unsatis- 
factory financial arrangements proposed be- 
tween the organisations. Our liability to the 
N.A.I.D.A. under the new plan will be £300 
per annum, subject to such safeguards, if 
any, as we may be advised, Against this 
payment we will have one hundred and 
twenty eligible manufacturers transferred to 
us, so that the deal may be called a satis- 
factory one for the Federation. In the near 
future, when the legal arrangements are 
completed, the N.A.I.D.A. will consist solely 
of. private members and affiliated. non-manu 
facturing bodies, who must be nationals. 


NATIONAL MANUFACTURES 


The Federation will then be the home of 
national manufacturers and the voice that 
will speak for them all, but that voice must 
always speak unselfishly and in the national 
interest. ; | 

(3). Previously it was intended to have a 
Council of forty-five mémbers in the enlarged 
Federation. This appeared to be an unwieldy 
body, so it has been decided to keep your 
Council to its present size—namely, thirty 
members. To carry through this plan it is 
proposed, with your approval, to nominate 
the Council of the Federation for the ensuing 
year. Those whose names are to go before 
you this afternoon consist of twenty-three 
members of your present Council, and seven 
nominated by the Council of the N.A.I.D.A.— 
thirty in all. 

Want to make it clear to you that it is 
open to any member here now to nominate 
other candidates for the Council, but I make 
an earnest appeal to you to accept the 
gentlemen selected with the approval of the 
Councils of both organisations. Next year 
the position will revert to normal. 

I would like to pay a tribute to Messrs. 
J..J. Holloway and J. J. Walsh for the great 
help they have given to bring about this 
linking up of our organisations. No more 
will national manufacturers speak from two 
housetops. 

As at present advised, it is mot thought 
necessary to alter the Articles of Association 
of the Federation, and, consequently, it is in 
the power of your Council to carry through 


the proposals without reference back to the 
general members of the Federation. But we 
feel that you should be consulted, and I hope 
that in view of the great importance that this 
new alignment should mean to every national 
manufacturer, that you will accept the pro- 
posals in the same spirit of unanimity and 
goodwill as your own Council and that of the 
N.A.I.D.A. 


NATIONAL MARK 


In regard to the proposed Federation 
national mark, which was at present in course 
of registration, Mr. McCarthy said that, when 
available, it would be issued to members of 
the Federation. It would appear on their 
products. It would carry their message from 
their factories to the shop windows, and 
thence into the home, to remind the public 
that support of the national manufacturers was 
real support of Irish industry. He asked 
them to give the national mark their full 
support, and to ensure that it would be a sign 
not only that the goods were produced 
by national manufacturers, but that they 
were of a standard beyond criticism, 
The Federation group scheme would co- 
ordinate the activities of every industry re- 
presented in the Federation, and there were 
now more than seventy. Their active co- 
operation was necessary for the success of 
the scheme, Which would enable them to 
judge the progress and extent of the produc- 
tion in which the national manufacturers were 
engaged. i . 

Concluding, he said: ‘‘ You have achieved 
great things in recent years. The experience 
gained during that time will help you to face 
the future with a new initiative, confident 
that what.you have achieved in the past will 
be eclipsed in the future. The fulfilment of 
our aims will increase the national well-being, 
and it behoves every member of the com- 
munity to give you full support in that great 
work. I wish to thank the officials of the 
Department of Industry and Commerce for 
the way in which they have received the 
many inquiries and representations made to 
them on behalf of the members during the 
year.. I must also thank the Press for their 
support in the matter of publicity.. We shall 
be dealing with them in a much more exten- 
sive way henceforward. Also, | wish to 
thank our members for. their loyal support, 
their confidence in the Council, and for the 
efforts they have made when required in the 
Federation's interest. 1.must give a special 
word of thanks to your Secretary, Miss M. 
McInerney, and your Director, Mr. T. 
O'Neill, both of whom have given your 
Council very great satisfaction.”’ 


SECRETARY’S REPORT 


The Secretary’s report (which, with the 
statement. of accounts, was adopted unani- 
mously) stated :—

LEGISLATION FOR 
INDUSTRY. 


The coming into operation of the Condi- 
tions of Employment Act during the year 
caused some difficulty to - manufacturers 
throughout the country, as production 
schedules and regulations in each factory had 
to be altered to bring them into line with the 
provisions. It will be remembered that the 
Council had some part in the framing of this 
legislation, and it can be said to the credit 
of the members that in many cases the 
provisions relating to the conditions of work 
and the terms of employés were at least as 
beneficial before the legislation was put 
through the Dail. Members were facilitated 
us far as possible in their inquiries about 
overtime agreements, holiday regulations, 
etc., and every effort was made to give them 
as much service as possible in shaping the 


The membership has continued to increase, conditions of employment to the require- 


ments of the new Act. 
industries affected the new regulations are 
now working with comparative smoothness. 
Some difficulties still remain to be overcome, 
and these will have the attention of the 
Council during the coming year. 

In one sense it ma e said that the 
rason d'etre of the Federation's existence 
is the all-important question of the control 
exercised by outside interests on industry 
in the S§Saorstat. This question is of 
importance not only to the members of this 
organisation, but to the people of the 
country. Any measure of political freedom 
which we may achieve is weakened and in 
many cases nullified by the hold which 
foreign capital and credit has in controlling 
the future of industrial enterprise, The ques- 
tion has become so acute by the extension 
of external control even up to the present 
that it will soon have to become a national 
issue on which-the people must be further 


enlightened. Local authorities, cultural and 
social organisations, and groups of all 


kinds have discussed this matter at 
meetings and on platforms, and in the Press. 
Their efforts have lacked driving force and 
1: + . té ‘ 
cirecting influence because the Fedefation has 
since its existence worked in comparative 
privacy, and has made some advance in 
stemming the tide of this insidious foreign 
invasion. ‘The realisation of the danger of a 
position in which a country may be politically 
free and economically fettered must be 
brought home to the nation as a whole. In 
scme industries more. than in others, this 
foreign control has had the effcct of strangling 
native enterprise, and the Council of the 
Federation are now preparing to launch a 
big offensive in order that some definite re- 
sults will be obtained which will ensure that 
the control of Irish industry must be in the 
hands of Irishmen, and that the capital to 
finance Irish industry must be Irish capital, 
ot which there is plenty available. 


UNITY 

The lesson to be learned from the Federa- 
tion’s efforts since it came into existence to 
prevent or control the expansion and pene- 
tration by external interests into the indus- 
trial field, is that only a united front in every 
industry, with every industry united into one 
central organisation representing the vast 
majority of nationally-owned and controlled 
manufacturing enterprises, can stem the tide 
which would eventually engulf native enter- 
dew This js one of the reasons why the 
Wederalion is being reorganised under the 
Group scheme. Back of the group scheme 
is the proposed new Federation National 
Mark, which will enable the public to discern 
the products of the members of the Federa- 
tion from those of non-national enterprises. 
The full co-operation and practical support 
of the members is essential for the success of 
these two schemes. 

Proposing that .the meeting agree to the 
fusion of the Federation of Saorstat Industries 
with the National Agricultural and Industrial 
Development Association, Mr. F. M. Summer- 
field said that the broad fact was that they 
had got a happy reconciliation and a happy 
co-operation that was going to mean so

control in many of our industries and demands 
an inguiry into the alleged evasions of the 
spirit and intention of the Control of Manu- 
factures Acts to determine what changes 
should be made in the Acts of Administra- 
tion. 


He said that. in proposing that motion he 
did not mean it as an indictment or criticism 
of the present Government On the contrary, 
they hoped it would be of assistance to the 
Government in taking stock of the situation 
that existed to-day, which was far better, but 
also far different from that which existed a 
few years ago. They all knew what the 
intentions and the ers, of the Government 
were, and they knew that since the Govern- 
ment started the present industrial drive, 
which even now had produced such excellent 
results, both the spirit and the intention of 
the Government had been evaded and dodged, 
although such evasion was within the law. It 
was time to take stock and to look into the 
position of the firms "rig cages. Ser industrial 
structure; to sort out the wheat from the 
chaff and to see that in fact as well as in 
theory their industries would be truly native. 
It was not sufficient to built factories. 
They must see that the ownership was 
vested in Irish nationals. Many of the 
industrial enterprises in the country were 
still in the hands of those from whom 
it had been sought to wrest them. 
Secret control meant danger and it was time 
to get rid of the secrecy. Many of those 
companies had been created to do an 
enormous business on a limited capital. Irish 
firms did not know the secret of that kind 
of business. Irish industrialists had to use 
their own money and their own resources in 
competition with people who did not use

their own money, but were only the puppets 
of outsiders. What a surprise there would 
be if an inquiry were held and people were 
freed to testify as to who were the beneficial 
owners of the stock of many of the new com- 
panies. 


CREDIT 


Another evil was the ‘giving of unlimited 
credit facilities to Irish branches of outside 
concerns. It was simple for these foreign 
firms. to set up little companies to conform 
with the requirements. of. legislation, but 
which at the same time evaded the spirit and 
intention of the Government. A company 
might have a capital of only £500 or £1,000, 
vet their trading figures disclosed £20,000, 
£50.000 or £100,000 worth of turnover. 
Native companies did not ask for compli- 
ments, but neither did they want obstacles. 
This resolution, said Mr. Summerfield, called 
for an inquiry into. the position of the 
various firms engaged in industrial activity. 
He believed that the Government already 
had taken steps in the matter, as they were 
alanmed at the incursions of people who had 
done a large distributing business here, and 
who now under changed, conditions had taken 
steps that would enable them to retain that 
business, They were manufacturing here to a 
degree, but the profit and control lay outside 
the country. RF : 

Mr. T, O'Connor, seconding, said that if 
such an inguiry were held it would open 
the. eyes even of the Minister as to how 
Irish nationals were being hoodwinked. Some

SWIMMING POOLS FOR 
TOWNS 


A COUNTY DUBLIN 
SUGGESTION 


The provision of swimming pools for 
County Dublin towns was again discussed at 
yesterday’s meeting of the -County Dublin 
Board of Health. :

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ASSIGNMENT OF 


DEBT DUE TO A 
BANK 
CLAIM THAT TRANSFER 
IS INVALID

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE AND MR. 
JUSTICE GAVAN DUFFY.) 


An appeal was heard in which the Munster 
and Leinster Bank, Ltd., were Ea and 
respondents, and Richard Walsh, Michael 
Walsh and Patrick Walsh, of Graystown, 
Killenaule, Co. Tipperary, farmers, were 
defendants and appellants. va 

The appeal was from a decision of Judge 
Sealy, in October, 1935, setting aside assign- 
ments. made to Patrick and Michael Walsh, 
sons, by Richard Walsh, father, on the 
ground that they were veid, and as being a 
fraud on the bank, to which Richard Walsh 
was indebted in the sum of £186 at the time 
that he assigned the premises to his sons. 

Mr. J. A. Costello, K.C., and Mr. P. 
Bourke (instructed by Mr. F. J. O’Connor) 
appeared for the appellants; and Mr, Brere- 
ton Barry, K.C., and Mr, J. J. Walsh 
(instructed by Mr. J. P. Carrigan) for the 
respondents, 

Kor the appellants, Mr. Costello said that 
there were two civil bills issued in this 
matter—one by the Munster and Leinster 
Bank against Richard and Michael Walsh, 
and the other by the bank against Richard 
aud Patrick Walsh. Richard Walsh was the 
father of the other two defendants, and the 
civil bills were brought under the Statute of 
Fraudulent Conveyances to have the con- 
vevance of the father’s farm lands, which 
he made to his. two sons, set aside on the 
ground that they were void. By indenture 
dated July 20, 1934, Richard Walsh, as 
beneficial owner. transferred to Michael 
Walsh part of the lands of Graystown and 
Cathaganstown, and .by indenture of the 
same. date he transferred part of the lands of 
Moyglass and Knockanglass to his son 
Patrick. 

In the case of Michael Walsh, said counsel. 
there was a provision for the support and 
maintenance of his mother, which made the 
deed one for valuable consideration. 


DEBT. REDUCED 


Richard Walsh, father of the two assignees, 
had, said counsel, been a customer of the 
bank for many years. He had at one time 
been a creamery manager, and had apparently 
accumulated some savings. He alse 
borrowel money from the bank to buy 
shares. Hig indebtedness to the bank 
was considerably over £1,000 three or 
four years before the assignments in 
question, but he had reduced this indebted- 
ness by the sales of various securities to the 
sum of £179 in 1934. <A writ was issued, 
and, between interest and other matters, it 
was stated that a judgment against Richard 
Walsh had been obtained for the sum of 
£186. The evidence that was given by the 
defendant, Richard Walsh, was that he 
executed the deeds for the purpose of getting 
the old age pension. Michael Walsh, son, 
had stated that they were willing to pay the 
debts, and give a deed on the place. The 
Circuit Judge had said that the sons were 
respectable witnesses, and were in no sense 
parties to any fraud. The bank could have 
got a charge on the lands years before, if 
they liked, and could have taken the proper 
steps in 1931. 

Mr. Brereton Barry, for the bank, said that 
in the case of a voluntary conveyance, where 
no question of consideration arose, the in- 
tention of the Statute was that a man must 
be just before he was generous.

At the time 
that he parted with this property it would 
have been perfectly proper for Richard Walsh 
to charge the land in favour of the bank, or 
any other creditor, but the only suggestion 
made was that it was agreed that this charge 
was subsequently to be imposed. 

On the suggestion of the Court, it was 
agreed that the cases be taken out of the list, 
with hberty to either side to re-enter, the 
Court expressing the view that it should be 
possible for the parties to effect a settlement 
in the meanwhile,

e case st Michael Campbell, of 22 
Abbeyfield, x illester, was first taken, 

Me F. Burke. Assistant Law Agent, for 
the Corporation, said that Campbell occupied 
one of the houses provided bv the Soldiers’ 
and Sailors’ Land ‘Trust. A ‘decree for rates 
had been given against him and a number 
of others in the District Court, and only 
about one-third of those concerned had ap- 
pealed against the decrees. 

He added that he knew as a matter of 
public interest that, following a. decision of 
the Supreme Court, attempts had been made 
by the Trust, he thought with the aid of 
the Government, to make a new arrange- 
ment in connection with these houses. Only 
last week there was a statement in the news- 
papers that some discussions had taken pla :e 
and that there was a proposal for a settle- 
ment; but that had been followed by a state- 
ment that the proposed settlement had broken 
down. Even if all the contentions put for- 
ward by the tenants were upheld, and even 
if they owned these houses, they would still 
have to pay rates, no matter how successful 
they were in their litigation. “I think,” 
said Mr. Burke, “it was held that a person 
who, by the invitation of the King of Eng- 
land, occupied portion of a royal residence, 
Hampton Court, must pay rates.”’ 

Hugh O'Byrne, rate collector, said that 
the rates for the year 1936-37 amounted .o 
£7 8s. 6d, as well as arrears amounting io 
£10 9s. 8d. were due by Campbell. 

Replying to Mr. Michael J. Rvan. K.C., 
who, with Mr. Gearoid O’Sullivan (instructed 
by Mr. M. Noyk), appeared for Campbell 
and the other tenants, he said that he dic 
not know how the arrears bad been allowed 
to accumulate. } 

Mr. Ryan—Is it not a fact that you allowed 
these rates to accumulate without bringing 

roceedings? Witness—Mr. Campbell had 
been paying his rates up to this vear, 

Campbell, in evidence, said that he was « 
British ex-Service man, and had been in 
eccupation of the house at Abbeyfield since 
1929. -He had paid rent for four years, but 
he ceased paying it on July 29, 1933, follow- 
ing a decision of the Supreme Court in the 
case of Leggett and others against the 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Land Trust. 

Mr. Ryan—Have you been paying rates ?— 
I haven't, paid raten secentiy. 

Will you tell the Cort why ?—I am satis 
fied that the Supreme Court ruling gave me 
free occupation. 

Judge Davitt—I cannot understand that. 
ff the Supreme Court says that this is your 
house and nobody else has any right to it, 
you still would have to pay rates. 

Witness—The Supreme Court did not pre. 
sent me with free ownership. I only occupy 
it during my lifetime. 

Mr. Ryan—That is the reason why you 
have not paid rates; you claim that the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court entitled you to 
have the house free of rent and rates ?—Yes. 

Judge Davitt—I take it the attitude of all 
the other defendants is the same? 

Mr, Ryan replied that it was, and added 
that the defendants were beneficiaries under 
the Trust. A few years ago proceedings hai 
been instituted against the Trust by Mr. 
Loggett and others, claiming that they were 
not bound to pay rent to the Trust for these

Edna McCarthy, who is employed by the 
‘Trish Annuals’ Press, Ltd.”’ She stated 
that she called at the private hotel, -where 
she saw Miss Ruane, who signed an order 
for the publication of an advertisement for 
the hotel. Later the advertisement was re- 
pudiated, and, although it was published, it 
was not paid for. 

Miss Kathleen Ruane stated that she was 
a relation of Miss Bridget Duffy, the pro- 
prietress of the hotel, and that she resided 
with her, but had nothing te do with the 
management of the hotel. In September, 
1935, Mrs. McCarthy called and spoke of an 
advertisement in the ‘‘Catholic Trade 
Directory.’’ She admitted signing the order 
for the advertisement, but she did so under 
a misapprehension.

OSEPH McMAHON, a civil servant in 
the Department of Justice, was 
charged with havihg obtained £2 

ifs, 2d. from the Minister for Finance by 
false pretences. 
Mr. Wm. Black, K.C. (instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor), said the principle at 
stake was large. Matters relating to the 
difficulties of accounting and the method of 
sending in claims would be brovght up, and 
it might be that the defendant would be able 
to show that there were some extenuating 
circumstances in the case. 

The charge was that the defendant had 
put in a double bill of expenses. — For the 
Department of Justice he went from Dublin 
to Limerick in connection with business of 
the courthouse there. He also had an 
appointment frome the Department of 
Finance to superintend an examination. 
Before returning to Dublin he submitted to 
the Department of Finance a bill for £1 
7s. 2d. and return railway fare to Limerick, 
and £1 10s. Qd. for overnight expenses in 
Limerick. At that time he was in Limerick 
on work for’and at the expense of the De- 
partment of Justice, by whom he was paid 
travelling expenses and subsistence allowance. 
While on leave he was entitled to take work 
for another Department, but on this occasion 
he did not get leave, and had done work for 
the Department of Finance, which he should 
not have done. 


NOT ADJUSTED 


He took French leave of the work 
of the Department of dustice im Lime- 
rick on October 2, 1935, and spent the. day 
superintending the examination for the De- 
partment of Finance. For ten months he 
had kept the amounts received in respect oi 
hoth bills, and had never attempted to make 
any acjustment 

P, A. O'Reilly, Inspector of Court Offices. 
Department of Justice. said that he gave no 
authority to McMahon to do any work in 
Limerick, except the work for the Depariment 
of Justice. : 

In reply to Mr. Lavery, K.C. (instructed 
by Messrs. Gerald Byrne and Co., solicitors 
fox the defence), the witness said that 
McMahon was ordinarily attached to the 
Department of Education, but was temporarily 
assigned—to the Department of Justice. He 
was aware that. officials did certain work 
sometimes after office hours, On othe 
occasions McMahon had applied for “leave 
McMahon's work had always been most satis- 
factory. 

H. Kennedy, junior executive officer, De- 
partment of Justice, said that McMahon, on 
Octower 2nd, 1935, did not work for the De- 
partment of Justice during official hours, but 
did some work after 5.30 p.m.” 
Cross-examined by Mr, Lavery, the witness 
said that the defendant had mentioned that 
he was superintending the examination. I; 
was an hts neássis thing. McMahon had also 
discussed with him the question of which De- 
= would be liable for his expenses. 

cMahon was puzzled about it. 

Replying to Judge Shannon, the witness 
said that McMahon had said when he came 
back he would debit a day’s leave from the 
work he had done. He would make a claim 
for both, and get it adjusted afterwards. 

Art QO Riain, superintending officer, Civil 
Service Commission, gave evidence as to 
passing McMahon’s account to the Depart- 
ment of Kimance. In reply to Mr. Lavery, 
he said that it was possible, but that he had 
no recollection of McMalion mentioning that

CLAIM FOR EXPENSES 


Henry J. Maher, Department of Finance, 
gave evidence of having received a claim 
for £5 16s. from the defendant and of having 


P. J. McPhillips gave evidence as to a clain 
by McMahon on the Department of Justice. 

Edward Powell, Establishment Officer, 
Departmen’ of Justice, said that McMahon s 
work had been most satisfactory. 

Mr. Lavery said that the offence was a 
mere irregularity, and submitted that the 
jury, in view of all the circumstances, could 
not say that it was done with intent to 
defraud the State. 

Joseph McMahon, the defendant, stated 
that in July,” 19355, he was put on auditing 
work. Latér, however, he was assigned to 
the Department of Justice, and worked for 
the Civil Service Commission superintending 
examinations. This superintending of exami- 
nations was not necessarily done by civil 
servants. It was recognised by the Depart- 
ment that he could do it. 

In the month of September he was asked 
to superintend an examination in Limerick. 
At that time he did not know he would he 
in Limerick on the 2nd October, but on Sep- 
tember 29 he was told that he would have to 
go to Limerick to do the Circuit Court 
accounts. He received in advance a sum ef 
£2 and subsequently a further £3; making 
£5, and still had that sum to account for, 
but had not yet been asked for an account. 
He travelled to Limerick on 30th September 
with his colleague, and had a discussion on 
the question of which Department was to 
pay. He had on previous occasions sent 
claims to the Civil Service Commission. He 
was considering the matter when he was 
paid in respect of the two elaims he had 
put in, and decided to make the adjustment 
when returning the deposit or imprest which 
le had received. 


A FULL STATEMENT 


He intended at-the time to have the matter 
adjusted, but did not know how the situation 
would \be dealt with by the Department. In 
his opinion, the Civil Service Commission 
ought to pay him for the examination work, 
the Departments adjusting the matter of 
expenses between them. In July, 1936, he 
made a full statement in regard to the situa- 
lion. He did not at any time intend to de- 


' fraud the State. 


In cross-examination by Mr. Black, de- 
fendant said that he had not got leave from 
the Department of Justice, and had. acted 
irregularly when he superintended the exami- 
nation, 

In reply to Judge Shannon,/the defendant 
said that, when appointed by tke Depart- 
ment of Justice to go to Limerick, he did 
not tell Mr. O Riain that he could not take 
on the work of superintending the examina- 
tion there, as he thought it would be wrong 
to withdraw at such short notice. He knew 
it would be irregular to superintend the 
examination, but he could put that right 
afterwards by debiting himself with a dav. 
It might be that had he not put in the 
claim for travelling and subsistence allowance 
in respect of superintending the examination 
an inquiry would have been made which 
would have disclosed the fact that he was 
acting for two Departments, but he was not 
concerned with concealing the fact. 

The defendant was found not guilty, and 
discharged.

Mr. Sean McEllin, supporting, said that 
there was not the slightest doubt that if the 
Minister was furnished with sufficient evi- 
dence an inquiry would be instituted.

He did not want to see this country closed 
to competent men who came over to it with 
their own money, The danger was from 
large combines which did not make this 
country their home,

Quigley also told 
im that they were under the impression that 
Guard Lally was gomg.to become a member 
when he paid the 4d., and that they would 
not have let him in at all only that it was 
raining at the time. Canavan, when 
questioned, told witness that he engaged the 
hall from the Secretary of the Football Club, 
and that he paid 6s. in advance to the Club 
for the hall. Each of the defendants stated 
that 6s. was the amount agreed on as pay- 
ment for each time they used the hall. 

Mr. Little said that it seemed to him 
that everyone who was in the premises at the; 
time were occupiers as well as Canavan. 
Mr. O’Donohoe (Chief State. Solicitor's 
office), who prosecuted, submittted that 
Canavan was the occupier, as he had engaged 
the hall for the night. 

Mr. Little said that it seemed that 
Canavan and the other defendants were the 
users of the hall, but the question was 
whether they became the occupiers within the 
meaning of the Act, 

Patrick Canavan, one of the defendants, 
said that the Orwell Club had been using 
the hall for dancing before he took it from 
them. They decided to let him have the 
hall for 6s. on the first night and 8s. for each 
succeeding night. He maintained that the 
Orwell Club had the right to refuse admission 
to the dances which he held, and were in 
charge of the hall during these dances. 

Mr. Little said that the officials of the 
Orwell Club should have been produced in 
the case. It would he on them, he said, to 
prove whether there was an actual letting to 
the defendants or not.

INFLUENZA STILL 


PREVALENT

HE first touch of severe weather in 
7. Dublin since the beginning of winter 

wag experienced yesterday, when snow 
fell for about half an hour and the average 
temperature was about two or three degrees 
above freezing point. 

The deaths from influenza ih Belfast last 
week reached a peak of 5. Only 17 of 
these, according to the Medical Superinten- 
dent Officer of Health, Dr. Thomson, were 
due entirely to influenza, the others being 
due to influenza operating on other condi- 
tions; such as senility and chest diseases. 
Nearly all the deaths were of people over 
5) years of age, one death being that of a 
person over 90. Two-thirds of the deaths 
have been amongst elderly women, who have 
suffered more in the present epidemic thar 
men, 

No child of school age has died from in- 
flaenza, and Dr. Thomson considers that this 
justifies the policy of keeping the schools 
open in the city, where there is a whole-time 
medical school service in operation. . The 
attendance at schools mcreased last week. 

At the Belfast Guardians yesterday the 
Master (Mr. T. Brown) reported that 44 
nurses were suffering from influenza and were 
off duty, and also that a number of officers 
were unable to carry on their work for the 
same reason. 

St. John’s School, Ballaghaderreen, and 
several other schools. in the district are closed 
owing to the influenza epidemic. Three deaths

Aw interesting and significant situation 
has arisen in South Africa, where the new 
Aliens Bill has given rise to much dis- 
cussion. This bill, which has been passed 
by 83 votes to 28, is calculated to regulate 
the influx of aliens into the South African 
Union, and, in effect, it is calculated to 
limit Jewish immigration. Members of 
the Jewish race have done much to assist 
in the building up of South African pros- 
perity. In the old days of the gold 
‘‘ boom ” in Johannesburg it was largely 
Jews who risked their money, and, if they 
amassed big fortunes in the process, they 
earned any money that they gained. Ever 
since the establishment of the South 


‘African Union Jews have played an im- 


portzet part in the economy of he State. 
They have proved themselves to be 
excellent citizens, and if they have 
prospered they have done so as a result 
of their own industry and thrift. In South 
Africa, as in almost every other country, 
there has been a wave of anti-Semitism 
recently. When the German Nazis began 
to persecute the Jews many of them, who 
had friends and relatives in South Africa, 
decided to emigrate thither, and the new 
bill is caleulated to check the number of 
immigrants. General Hertzog, who is a 
man of ‘broad human sympathies, 
explained on Monday that bitterness 
against the Jews was growing in the 
Union as a result of the increasing 
number of immigrants, and that the 
Government had been forced to take steps 
to limit the number not only of Jewish, 
but also of other foreign nationals who 


I 


were entering the Union. He pointed out 
that the Union of South Africa could 
assimilate only a limited number of 
foreigners, and that this number already 
had been exceeded. Consequently, it was 
essential that efficient steps should be 
taken to protect the South African nation 
against the spate of immigration which 
was taking place, and the South African 
Jews themselves recognised that some such 
legislation was necessary. The lot of the 
Jew to-day is hard, indeed. Throughout 
the ages he has been persecuted, but has 
managed to survive in spite of, or, pos- 
sibly, because of, this persecution; but 
it has been left to the twentieth century 
to reduce it to a fine art. We can sym- 
pathise with the South Africans, They 
dread the over-running of their country 
by alien elements, and almost any other 
country in the same cireamstances 
would do the same thing. What can be 
said, however, about the unfortunate 
Jews, who are being harried from pillar 
to post? Their plight never was so bitter 
as it is to-day; but all history tends to 
prove that this remarkably tenacious race 
thrives on persecution, and that the more 
unjust and intolerant is the treatment 
meted out to them, the more surely do 


the Jews emerge in triumph from their:

Waste 


Herr Hitler, to secure the success of his 
new Four-Year Plan, has decreed that 
there will be no more waste in Germany. 
His Jugend already is prowling about the 
country in search of bits of old iron; and 
now all school children have been told to 
keep a good look-out for bones. Bones 
are more or less indispensable for the 
manufacture of glue—and bones hence- 
forward will pour into the schools in 
colossal quantities. Pigs will benefit from 
the no-wastage drive. Housewives have 
been ordered to supply themselves with a 
special bucket, into which every scrap of 
unwanted food must be thrown. The 
buckets will be collected at regular 
intervals, and their contents will be taken 
to farms on the outskirts of the cities. 
It is expected confidently that the pigs will 
be startled out of their lives by the vast 
increase in their menus if every housewife 
plays the game; for, if every housewife 
plays the game, the amount of pig food 
will be increased to a really surprising 
extent. It is remarkable how every little 
helps. Consider the huge amount of 
wastage of which the ordinary citizen is 
guilty in the course of a single day. He 
wastes the water from his morning bath— 
it might be used to water the garden. At 
his breakfast, and at all subsequent meals, 
he wastes salt, pepper, mustard, sugar, 
butter, bread crusts, fat and countless 
other scraps of food which he leaves on his 
plate. After the meal he wastes half an 
inch of tobacco in the cigarette, which he 
throws away, or the shfeds of tobacco in 
his pipe, which are known as the “ dottle.’’ 
In his office he wastes a mountainous pile 
of paper, throwing away used documents 
which might have been turned back into 
pulp and remade. On his way home he 
is guilty of the same crime in the matter 
of his tram ticket. Morning, noon and 
night he is wasting something in his lazi- 
ness ; and we are pleased to see that Herr 
Hitler, at least, has set his face against 
this human weakness. It is to be hoped 
that the German people do not think that 
he is wasting their time,

The Times remarks to-day in a leading 
avticle :—In the House of Commons yester- 
day, after dealing with the difficulties 
arising out of the Spanish conflict, Mr. 
Eden passed to a review of the general 
foreign situation, emphasised the necessity 
of international co-operation, and con- 
cluded by urging upon Germany the 
wisdom of helping in the task of economic 
and political reconstruction. 

Economic collaboration and political 
appeasement must of necessity go hand- 
in-hand, adds The Times. Harm rather 
than good would result if economic and 
financial accommodation were merely to 
result in more armaments and more 
political disturbance. That is undoubtedly 
the sound view to take, and the only view 
which could commend itself to public 
opinion. The people of this country—and 
the same can safely be said of other 
countries as well—would be ready to con- 
sider very far-reaching concessions pro- 
posed as part of a general settlement 
which they would refuse even to discuss 
if brought forward without any assurance 
or guarantee of the future—as, in fact, a 
species of danegeld, encouraging the 
exaction of further demands. Moreover, 
as Mr. Eden also: points out, this 
collaboration, if it is to succeed, demands 
the. co-operation of all and the reduction 
of the expenditure on armaments which 
is bringing down the standard of 
life everywhere. He is _ convinced 
that the question now  preoccupying 


that great nation of sixty-five 
million people, set in the very centre of 
the Continent, is going to use her mani- 
fold gifts to restore peace and confidence 
to a world heartily sick of feuds and 
antagonisms, or whether she is going to 
pursue a policy of sharpening political 
antagonisms and of ever greater economic 
isolation. i 

If Germany chooses co-operation with 
other nations, full and free co-operation, 
then there is—Mr. Eden was able to give 
the assurance—no one in this country who 
will not assist whole-heartedly to remove 
misunderstandings and to make the way 
smooth for peace and prosperity. But the 
world cannot be cured merely by pacts or 
by treaties or by political creeds. There 
must be a real will to co-operate shown 
in very definite ways—by abandoning a 
doctrine of national exclusiveness : and 
accepting. every European State as a 
potential partner in a general settlement 
by bringing armaments to a level which 
will secure every legitimate requirement 


such international machinery for the 
settlement of disputes as will make the 
e of Nations a benefit to all and a 
servitude to none.

EMBEZZLEMENT AND

CORK, Tuesday. 


At Cork District Court to-day three 
Bankruptcy Court and Land Registry 
officials—Richard Fitzgibbon, Sundays 
Well; Bernard Crawley, Ballyhooley road, 
and William J. Ryan, St. Vincent s place 
—were charged with having on or about 
October 27th, 1911, and on divers dates 
between then and’ November 6th, 1936, 
conspired to embezzle and embezzled sums 
of one shilling each to the amount of 
about £40, the property of the Minister 
for Justice. In addition, each defendant 
was charged separately. Against Fitz- 
gibbon there were twenty charges, some 
alleging that he fraudulently affixed to 
Land Registry draft forms stamps 
which had been fraudulently removed 
from other material to the total amount 
of £11 1s. 6d., others alleging embezzle- 
ment of sums totalling £11 8s., and others 
alleging thet he removed stamps from 
Land Registry forms to the amount of 
£1 16s. : 

There were thirteen charges against 
Crawley alleging embezzlement of sums 
totalling £18 1s., fraudulent confersion to 
his own use of sums totalling £156 12s. 
6d. received by him for the Minister for 
Justice, forging an endorsement on a 
cheque, and fraudulently removing two 
stamps, value £1, from documents. 

Five charges were preferred against 
Ryan, including removal from Land 
Registry entry forms of stamps to the 
value of £100 12s.. embezzlement of £1 
2s., and fraudulently fixing upon copy 
folios stamps fraudulently removed. from 
other material. 

Mr. J. McAuliffe, solicitor, said that a 
document produced was prepared by him, 
and when it left his office it bore two 
adhesive stamps value £1 each. 

Mr. Joseph Morrissey, solicitor, said 
that he lodged the petition produced with 
the defendant Crawley at the Bankruptcy 
Office and paid him £2 for stamps. The 
petition now produced did not bear any 
stamps 

Annie McSweeney, assistant postal 
oficial, Washington street, gave evidence 
of the sale of certain Land Registry stamps 
by Ryan, who sometimes called to the 
office with stamps value £3 or £4. He also 
cashed postal orders for amounts varying 
from one shilling to three shillings. 
Kathleen White, another assistant at 
the post office, said that Ryan had been 
doing business there for about twenty 
years. He had been cashing postal orders 
for about ten years and Land Registry 
stamps for about four years. At intervals 
of two months or longer he would bring 
in about £5 worth of stamps.. 2 
All the defendants were remanded, bail 
being fixed in each case at £300 and two 


sureties of £150.

SELF-RELIANT AND IRISH 


“TI think it will be agreed that it should 
be our aim to make Irish industry as 
self-centred and as self-reliant as possible 
and, to the maximum extent practicable, 
Irish in every respect. I say at once that 
the realisation of that aim is not merely 
a matter of the ownership of voting shares 
in Irish companies or even of the restric 
tion of the use of foreign trade names 
In respect of these matters, all I will say 
is that the Control of Manufactures Act 
has, on the whole, been effective in 
achieving the limited purpose behind it. 
The few examples there are of apparent 
successful evasion of the spirit of the Act 
are of no very great significance and 
occur only in industries of comparatively 
minor importance. In fact the tendency 
during the past year, in so far as any 
tendency can be said to have manifested 
itself, was for the transfer to national 
ownership of foreign interests in Irish 
firms, rather than the reverse. The matter 
of the regulation of the use of trade 
names is at present being examined by a 
Government Commission, and I do not 
intend to comment on the matter until I 
have received its report.”’ 

He did not deny the importance of both 
those matters, and having regard to the 
stage of development they had now 
reached, it might be considered advisable 
to legislate further in respect of them, 
but he. thought he should say that the 
promotion of such further legislation 
would not be facilitated by the agitation, 
ES in some quarters, for the 
imitation of the number of firms which 
might engage in particular industries on 


production ” and undue competition are 
undesirable. They must rely largely on 
internal competition to check the possi- 
bility of protective measures being abused, 
to secure continued efficiency in produc- 
tion, and keep prices at reasonable levels, 
and if competition were to be eliminated 
other more .direct and certainly more 
onerous measures would have to be 
adopted.

| event of international complications inter- 
rupting or restricting the free transporta- 
tion of goods across the world it might 
become a matter of critical significance 
for many of our industries; but, even in 
the most normal circumstances, it deserves 
our very careful attention. During recent 
years the nature of our imports have 
‘hanged. We are importing greater 
quantities of raw materials and partially 
manufactured goods and lesser quantities 
of completely manufactured roducts. 
That was an inevitable result of ‘the policy 
adopted. Modern industry is a very com- 
plicated affair. There are very few 
industries in which all the processes of 
manufacture are done by the same 
concerns. Generally speaking, in respect 
of most classes of goods the process of 
manufacture is spread over a number of 
industrial groups, the finished products of 


TRAINING OF NATIONALS 


‘‘Naturally, we had to commence our 
industrial programme by the encourage- 
ment of, in the first instance, the estab- 
lishment of the final processes before 
attempting to go further back. For 
example, we had to get boot factories 
established and a market for leather 
created before we could set up our 
tanneries. That policy, to which there 
was no alternative, had, however, its dis- 
advantages, because it resulted in the 
creation of a number of concerns which 
had a special interest in the maintenance 
of free imports of the partially manu- 
factured goods they used, and which, in 
their own interests, were not favourably 
disposed to any restriction on them. It 
is necessary that every industrial concern 
which utilises imported materials in its 
process of manufacture should understand 
that it will be expected to take these 
materials from internal sources when 
their production here is undertaken on 
a practical scale, and that it is the 
Government’s policy to encourage their 
production. That policy is, I believe 
firmly, in the best interests of all con- 
cerned, and I trust that the Council of 
the Federation will make it a matter of 
special concern to investigate the prospects 
and encourage development in that 
respect.’’ $ 

The matter of the training of Saorstat 
nationals in the skilled processes of all 
industries, said the Minister, is of egual 
importance. They had, of course, in the 
great majority of their new industries to 
rely largely on trained personnel from 
abroad to secure their establishment and 
proper development in their early stages, 
and reliance on such assistance would, in 
many cases, continue for some time to 
come. But the importance of proceeding 
rapidly with the oe of their own 
nationals in all industrial processes was 
obvious and, for it, they must rely largely 
on the good-will of the industrialists them- 
selves. No system of Government control 
could be really effective to secure that 
their citizens would be given a real oppor- 
tunity to become expert in particular 
pranches of an industry, unless the owners 
and directors of the industry themselves 
sincerely desired it. He might. say that 
he had no sympathy whatever with the 
view that the possession of a university 
degree or some similar qualification 
entitled its holder to be considered at 
once capable of acting as managing 
director of an important industrial under- 
taking, and he knew that a campaign con- 
ducted from .a particular quarter on this 
subject had by its very unreasonableness, 
done real damage to proper progress by 
arousing hostility to the general idea. 
The essential qualification for any im- 
portant commercial post was experience, 
and no course of academic instruction 
could supply it. 


DESIGNS AND PATTERNS 

“What I wish to see, however, is our 
people given full opportunities of acquiring 
the necessary experience from the earliest 
possible moment. A great many of our 
industrialists could do a lot more than 
they are doing. It is my belief that the 


will depend on our success in producing 
an adequate number of skilled and ex- 
perienced industrial technicians from 
among our own citizens, to take charge 
of cur future development. ”'' 

The e#me thing was equally true in 
respect of the patterns and designs used 
by Irish firms. It was perhaps inevitable 
that in the early days of the industrial 
revival the main concern of those engaged 
in it was to produce goods similar in 
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Some rain.

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appearance to those formerly imported 
and to which the people were accustomed, 
But the time had come when they must 
cut adrift from these foreign sources of 
inspiration and develop on their own lines. 
If Irish industry was to become really 
national; if they were to see a day when, 
instead of importing industrial technicians 
from ‘other countries, skilled Irish workers 
would be sought for abroad, as they were 
once previously in their history, their 
industrialists must plan their production 
on the basis of their own needs and seek 
inspiration for their designs and patterns 
from interna! sources; and if they weie ever 
to aspire to an export business in indus- 
trial goods, it would be on that basis only. 
They would never get it by merely 
imitating what other countries were 
selling, but only when the discriminatin 
buyer, seeking somewhat different, woul 
know that he would find it here. 


ART IN INDUSTRY 


‘Apart from other considerations, I 
should like to suggest to manufacturers 
that a point has been reached in the 
industrial development programme at 
which more serious attention should be 
paid to what I may describe in general 
terms as the application of art to industry. 
There are many articles án respect of 
which form, design and colour are vital.’ 

His attention had on many occasions 
been drawn to cases in which home-made 
goods had been rejected in favour of im- 
ported goods on the ground of inferior 
design. Jt would ba a very serious 
criticism of their various industries if 
this reproach could be generally and con- 
tinually made. It would be bound to react 
adversely on the success of our industrial 
campaign. The moment had, in his 
opinion, come when manufacturers 
generally, and more particularly those 
encaged in the wood, metal, pottery and 
textile industries, should turn their atten- 
tion, through that Federation and other- 
wise, to the steps which should be taken 
to ensure that proper attention was paid 
to this matetr. They had no lack of. 
artistic talent in this country, and the 
problem should be easily solved if there 
were whole-hearted suppert from the in- 
dustrialists concerned 

“In respect of all these matters,’’ said 
the Minister, ‘‘ the Council of the Federa- 
tion can do work of immense benefit to the 
Irish nation. The Department of In- 
dustry and Commerce keeps a close liaison 
with the Council through one of its officers, 
and that somewhat unusual arrangement 
was made because it was anticipated that 
the Council would make ‘these general 
matters its special concern, and because 
I believed that, in respect of them, volun- 
tary action bv industrialists ameng them- 
selves would be much more productive of 
results than any number of Governmental 
regulations. I hope to see the Federation 
give these aspects of our industrial develop- 
ment much greater attention in the future. 
and, if set up some special 
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Department. that they will get from us

APPEAL TO LABOUR 


Mr. F. H. O'Donnell said that the Condi- 
tions of Employment Act represented a 
cherter for the workers in the new Irish 
industries—a charter which had no better 
counterpart in Europe. The Federation did 
not stand behind the policy of “sweated” 
Jabou: He was told that wages in the 
Free State were higher than in Northern 
Jreland or England. Some people said that 
the cost of living was higher, but it was the 
standard of living that counted. Unfor- 
tunately, the desired standard of living had 
not heen reached in this country, but it 
would come eventually if any industrial 
revival was to justify itself on a Christian 
basis. While the Federation did not stand 
for ‘‘sweated’’ Jabour, it could not be said 
that there. were not sheep among the goats, 
but the sooner the sheep people realised that 
it was not for their sake that the present 
olicy of the Government was brought into 
effect the better it would be for them. 

He asked Labour interests to realise that 
the majority of the manufacturers were com- 
posed of men who had started in a small way, 
probably employ’s, and Labour should some- 
times stop to take notice of the Irish manu- 
facturers’ troubles and give them an oppor- 
tunity of stating their case before they decided 
on ‘‘lightning’’ sirikes. It was not for 
him to say what Labour should or should not 
do, but to both employer and Labour he 
would recommend née sincere reading of 
Pope Leo XN1I].s encyrlieals so that 
a’ solution based on Christian principles 
would be discovered rather than have a con- 
tinuation of the sorry spectacle, unfortunately 
foo common to-day, of en immovab!e obstacle 
being faced with an incredible object. 


GRIFFITH’S DREAM 


The dream of Griffith was not yet-complete ; 
for they still had the national manufacturers 
working against unfair competition from non- 
national sources. 

Mr. O'Donnell said that he would make an 
appeal to the manufacturers to put into their 
products an originalrty and a fashion of their 
WwW. 

“It is time now that we gave up being 
imitative. We are a people b'iessed with a 
vivid imagination and a colourful mentality. 
Cannot our producers give us something sym- 
bolical of that and of the people? It is not 
enough that in the .mtds of countries abroad 
our reputaticn as a producing nation should 
be represented by Guinness’s stout, Jacob’s 
biscuits, or hand-woven poplins. excellent and 
deserving as all these products are. The other 
producers must do their share, too. ‘The 
imagery and the fdeas are here—latcnt, 
perhaps, but here.” 

He asked industrialists to be brave. enter- 
prising and original, to get into closer associa- 
tion with the cultural life of the country, with 
the School of Art, and all other cultural 
centres, and give in all therr products some- 
thing as distinctive of the country as the 
peopie were distinctive in themselves. 


EVADING THE ACT 


The toast, '' Our Guests,’’ was proposed by 
Mr. 8.

ing m their industrial life. At the same 
time. they fully appreciated that the Minister 
was alive to the danger, and did 
his best to avert 4 by the enact- 
ment..of the Control of Manufectures Act. 
But the spirit, if not the letter, of the 
Act had been evaded to such an extent that 
they had asked the Minister to review the 


position. The of the President of 
the N.A. and I.D.A. and other members of 
that Association marked a new era of close 
co-operation between the two Associations. 
Henceforward the two would work in unison 
for the advancement of Irish industry under 
national control.

MR. COSGRAVE ON THE 


HOME MARKET 


Replying to the toast of “Our Guests,” 
Mr. W. T. Cosgrave recalled that he was one 
of those men and women who for many 
years had been described as fanatical sup- 
worters of Irish manufacture. The situation, 

wever, was radically changed to-day, and, 
while full of great possibilities for the in- 
dustrialist, it carried with it great dangers 
and grave responsibilities. It was an age 
when Governments here and elsewhere set out 
to assist industry in various ways, and that 
assistance involved interference with both 
manufacturer and consumer. The tariff 
weapon was being used to the utmost, but 
various other devices were in operation. It 
must be admitted that the greatest assist- 
ance must be given to home industrialists, 
ahd no one was better pleased than he at the 
success achieved by their manufacturers, 
whether they represent industry established 
in the last few years or industry which had 
served the people for a longer period; but 
he believea that the time had now come 
for a consolidation of whatever. success had 
been achieved and for more definite planning 
of industrial development and of . national 
economy. 

The Federation of Irish Industries, whose 
guests they were that night, had great re- 
spongibility. There was a cynical spirit 
abroad whieh prompted the ‘saying that in- 
dustrialists were people who came together 
to congratulate one another on what they had 
already achieved for themselves, and to see 
what more favours they could wheedle or 
squeeze out of the present or the next Govern- 
ment. Those of them who were politicians 
and not cyaics knew that such was far from 
the case, 


THE GREAT EXPERIMENT 


In the Irish Free State at the moment the 

industrialist was being made the medium of a 
great experiment. Not only was he being 
asked to conduct efficiently the industries 
with natural roots in the country, and others 
which might be made to grow and flourish 
here, but he was being Ah “i also—and, in 
his opinion, thoughtlessly—to help to make 
the country economically and industrially self- 
sufficient. Other States were pursuing the 
same policy, and thus the prospect of an 
external market for their manufactured goods 
became less and less promising. Hence their 
manufacturers must depend almost entirely 
for the sale of their goods upon their own 
home market. That home market was, in the 
main, composed of agricultural producers and 
persons living on the land, and, on the most 
conservative estimate,.these formed two-thirds 
of their population. According to the Minister 
for Agriculture they must have an outside 
market for their products. It could not be 
repeated too often that on the maintenance 
of the purchasing power of the agricultural 
community depended the prospects of perma- 
nent prosperity for industrial enterprise. Yet 
at the- moment their main industry had the 
lowest income almost in living memory, and, 
consequently, the smallest amount of money 
to buy goods. In 1935, according to a calcu- 
lation of the Minister for Agriculture, the 
farmer received less for his own toil than he 
was able to pay his labourer in 1926. Was it 
any wonder that there was a flight from the 
land not only to their towns, but to England. 
That flight added to the burdens of industry, 
and at the same time diminished the market 
for the products of their factories. 
At the moment when the industrialists 
were being encouraged, and at the same 
time lectured and criticised in the carrying 
out of their great experiment, their only 
inarket at home was being interfered with in 
another. way. Taxation was high, and 
extended to many of the necessaries of life. 
More money was being extracted from the 
people by direct and indirect taxation, central 
and local, than ever before. Everyone would 
agree that social services must be adequate, 
and producers, whether industrial or agri- 
cultural, and others must bear their due 
share of the expense, but at the moment the 
increased burden on the people, rich and 
poor, was far greater than added expendi- 
ture on social services. That increased burden 
fell upon a much-decreased national income. 

High taxation, combined with low purchas- 

ing power in the community, made the 
position of the Irish industrialist an un- 
enviable one. At the same time, it did 
not prevent a certain small number of people 
from making great profits. 
They surely needed far more definite 
planning of our industrial development, It 
was not sufficient merely to protect industry 
by import duties or quotas or licences. Nor 
was it correct to assume that the more old 
tarifis were increased and the more new 
factories sprang up, the more good was 
accruing in employment of náir. agis and 
profits to manufacturers. 


CREATION OF CONFUSION 


Something more ‘was needed than a 
lengthening list of industries, and the 
emphatic and robust repetition of such 
slogans as ‘‘ Every day in every way we are 
getting better and better.” That slogan 
might well mean that every day the wages 
of the worker were buying less and less, and 
that every day unrest in industry grew far 
creater. A longer and rational view had to 
be taken. While healthy competition was 
vital to the successful operation of the 
economic system founded on private enter- 
prise, at the same time care must be taken 
tu avoid encouragement by the State for 
the setting un of new factories, the main 
purpose 2f which could not but be a creation 
of confusion and loss of capital to Irish 
pioneers in any given industrial field. State 
assistance for industry should be part of a 
considered plan, by which not only those 
engaged in imdustrv, but the country as a 
vholo would benefit. Enthusiasm é the 
cpening of factories should be coupled with 
scund common-sense, with vision and with 
the realisation that there were many things 
that neither Parliaments nor Governments 
could accomplish. Legislation and still more 
legislation was mo remedy for mistakes in 
the economic field. New industry should not 
increase the cost of essential raw materials 
for some other established industry which 
was giving employment and successfully 
serving the needs of the people. When once 
an inaustry was established it was the duty 
of the State to do everything for its success, 
end for that purpose all parties in the State 
should pedals co-operate. 

Tariffs and other aids to industry could be 
of great value to national progress, but 
certain aspects must be carefully watched. 
It was but fair and just that» the profits 
cf that indastry should remain within their 
own shores. ifigher costs, provided they 
were kept within reasonable bounds, wero 
justified to secure employment for their own 
people. ut the Irish consumer must not be 
expected 19 pay high prices in order to pro- 
vids incrsased profits for foreign combines. 

They tived in an era of Government assist- 
ance for industry, followed inevitably by 
n certain amount of Government control. 
That control should be reduced to a 
minimum, and, where inevitable, it 
should take place in due _ consultation 
with manufacturers, workers and consumers, 
Above all, when they had decided upon an 
intensive protective policy, they must pursue 
it intelligently and wholeheartedly with 
regard to protected industry. 


THE WAY TO PROSPER 


If this country were to prosper they must 
all of them recognise that they were part of 
a whole. They must have the spirit whereby 
the agriculturist would recognise that the 
industrialist was entitled to his fair profit 
and. the worker to his fair wages, and, in 
turn, the mantfacturer and town worker 
would not be blind to the fact that their only 
hope of continued profit and employment lay 
in a sound development: of their agricultura] 
position and an unhindered exploitation to 
the full .of the natural advantages which the 
country enjoyed. 

The two organisations which had lately 
come . her would, he understood, look at 
their industrial problems not only. free from 
the point of view of the manufacturer, but 
would also take info -ageount the position of 
the consumer. He wished them most heartily 
many years of progress and piosperity.

endanger life, 13 rifles, about 600 rounds of 
ammunition, and other material, found b 
lice who searched his house on the 12th 
inst. Other charges against Keenan were 
that he had possession of the material with 
intent to enable others to endanger life; 
that he had no firearms certificate, and that 
he had the material with intent to endanger 
property. 

Detective Sergeant Murphy gave evidence 

of being one of a party of poltee who went 
to the house, in which Keenan carried on a 
pee ven Pts one business. In a back bedroom 
they found a parcel and a sack on the bed. 
In the parcel, which was tied, witness found 
two rifles. ‘The sack, which was open, con- 
tained a number of revolver holsters and 
paper parcels, Another sack also contained 
401 AM 


Sergeant, Hegarty returned to the room with 
another rifle. Keenan told them that two men 
called at the house that day, left the stuff, 
and that he thought mt was rags. 

Witness found the bag contained ten Ser- 
vice rifle butts, three revolver holsters, 22 
rounds of 12-bore sporting ammunition, three 
home-made bombs, fully prepared with fuse ; 
588 rounds of .303 cartridges, four chargers 
for .303 ammunition, three blank rounds of 
.803, six rouhds of .d80 revolver ammunition, 
two rounds of Morris tube ammunition, a box 
of caps for sporting cartridges, a matchbox 
containing a Mills bomb spring, striker and 
eap; two Mills bomb detonators, two bottles 
containing powder, a paper parcel containing 
white powaer, and ‘another containmg flax 
coloured powder. 

Witness said that he compared the rifle 
hatts and barrels and found they made com- 
plete rifles. The ammunition was the 
recognised amitiunition for 11 of the rifles. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Anthony Lunn: on 
hehaif of Keeran. Sergeant Murphy said that 
Keenan lived in the house with his wife and 
tour young children. 


KEENAN’S STATEMENT 


Detective Sergeant Lindsay gave evidence 
of Keénan’s statement, after caution—* Two 
men called at my house about five this 
evening. They had the three bags on a 
handeart. They asked me would keep them 
for some time. 1 believed that the bags con- 
tained rags, and 1 toid the men that they 
could ieaye them in my house. They then 
took the three bags into the kitchen and 
afterwards thev took them to the room up- 
stairs.

CUSTOMS OFFICER’S 
STORY 
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A NIGHT CHASE AT 
CARNDONAGH

Té DERRY, Tuesday. 
HE story of an exciting border incident, 
TIT involving Customs officers and a well- 
known megal teacher, was told at 
Carndonagh “ Distritt Court to-day, when 
Eugene Gallagher, N.T., Caradonagh, and his 
wife were charged with being concerned in 
the attempted illegal importation of. various 
dutiable goods. There were three further 
charges against Gallagher—failing to stop his 
car when requested by a Customs officer; 
obstructing Neal Ruddy, a Customs officer, in 
the execution of his duty; failing to answer 
truly questions put to him by the Customs 
officer’. 

Neal Ruddy said that on the night of March 
14th, with another officer, he waited in a car 
on the Carndonagh road for two hours until 
he saw another motor vehicle approaching. 
They stood in the centre of the road, flashed 
their torches, and shouted to the driver to 
ee, but the car accelerated to a terrific rate 

swerved towards witness, who had to 
jump on the fence. It then swerved towards 
the other officer, Mr. O’Boyle, who had also 
to jump on the fence. 


SEARCH OF CAR 


Witness said that he gave chase in his car, 
with Mr, O’Boyle on the running board, and 
after travelling about two miles the car was 
overtaken and forced into the side of the road. 
It contained the two defendants, and witness 
asked them if they had any dutiable goods. 
They replied that they had not, and when 
asked why they had refused to stop Eugene 
Gallagher said that he did not recognise them 
as Customs officers. 

On examination the car revealed nothing 
dutiable, but when the occupants got out an 
exhaustive examination revealed two or three 
small clips in the back seat. When these 
were unscrewed witness saw a small aperture, 
and on searching further discovered 421b. of 
sugar, 4lb. treacle, 6lb, syrup, 6lb. of beans, 
and two pairs of newly-repaired boots. 

The é sag at first said that, the goods 
were bought in the Free State, but later 
Gallagher remarked: *‘ There is no use in 
making further ado about this. Can you do 
nothing about it?’’ and admitted that the 
goods were purchased in Derry. Mrs. 
Gallagher told witness that the blame rested 
entirely with her. As witness was about to 
leave Gallagher told him that there were 
other goods in a field beside the road, and 
that he had pitched them there. Witness 
niade a search, and recovered the goods. 

Mr. O'Boyle, corroborating, said that they 
had miracalous escapes from death when 
defendant’s car passed them. It would have 
been impossible for any ordinary person to 
trace the cavity in which the goods were 
hidden, During the time witness was 
handing goods over to Mr. Ruddy, Gallagher 
was throwing tins into the field. 

Counsel for the defendants said that the 
geods were purchased in Derry by Mrs, 
(Gallagher, e temptation to bring goods 
in from Derry, which was the natural market 
fur Donegal, was very great, as the people 
of Donegal were greatly handicapped by not 
having a convenient shopping centre where 
they conld get goods they required for their 
personal needs. Mr. Gallagher was very 
much against any such transaction, and Mrs. 
Gallagher would tell the Court that he knew 
nothing about the purchase of the goods, and 
did not know that they were concealed in 
the car. Counsel pleaded guilty on behalf of 
Mrs. Gallagher, and said that as regards the 
other charges against the husband, there was 
ne altempt to run down the Customs officers. 

The State Solicitor said that he would 
refer Mrs. Gallagher’s plea of guilty to the 
Revenue Commissioners, who had elected to 
sue for a penalty of £100, and Mr. Walsh, 
D.J.; adjourned the case.

Commons. He began by saying that, viewing 
events since the Christmas adjournment, a 
modified and limited optimism was justified. 
Tf, internationally, 1937 must be a year of 
difficulty in respect of international problems, 
it was also a year of international oppor- 
tunities. 

Overshadowing all other events wag the 
present situation in Spain,. where the con- 

ict continued. with unbated bitterness, The 
risk of the Spanish civil war involving 
Europe in a war, though not whol'y re- 
moved, had definitely diminished. 

In regard to the sending of volunteers to 
Spain, he was informed that the replies of 
the German and Italian Governments would 
be received within the next few days. It 
was to the activities of recruiting agents that 
the British Government’s attention had been 
particularly directed. 

The Government had discouraged, and 
would continue to discourage, outside inter- 
vention in the internal affairs of Spain. There 
were British interests in the matter. The 
first was that the conflict should not spread 
beyond the boundaries of Spain, and the 
second was that the political independence 
and territorial integrity of Spain should be 
preserved. (Hear, hear.) 

The Government’s efforts had been con- 
sistently directed towards stopping the flow 
of volunteers to Spain from whatever sources. 

In regard to Morocco, the Government 
would continue carefully to watch the situa- 
tion, for they were closely concerned in the 
maintenance of the Spanish zone, as laid 
down by the treaties now in force. On the 
llth of January the German Chancellor gave 
a positive assurance that no German forces,

A GREAT SECRET STAMP 
COLLECTOR 


Following the death of Mr. Michael 
Stephens, the millionaire manufacturer, it was 
discovered that he had a secret stamp col- 
lection worth many thousands of pounds, this 
being housed in Portland place, where 
Mr. Stephens lived. His hobby was unknown 
to nearly every stamp expert, but the 
specimens he collected are all very fine and 
in a number of cases extremely rare.

Iranian Oil Concessions to American 
Companies 


Two bills to carry out the provisions of 
|coneessions granted to two American com- 
| panies authorising them to produce oil in 
certain provinces in the north and north-east 
of Jran, and to construct a pipe-lime, were in- 
troduced into the Iranian Parliament yester- 
day by the Minister of Finance. On inquiry 
| in London, Reuter learned that the concession 
to the Anglo-Iranian Oil Company covers the 
whole of Iran, with the exception of five pro- 
vinces in the north, bordering on the Caspian 
Sea. The oil wells will presumably be situated 
in these provinces, and the oil pumped 
through the pipe-line for shipment from a 
port on the Caspian Sea.

COURT OF INQUIRY, 
HITCH 


HE Court of Inquiry which was set up 
gi by the Government, under the Industrial 

Courts Act, 1919, to report on the 
causes and circumstances of the dispute 
between the Irish Sugar Company and _ its 
workers, has failed to reach a decision. 
According to an official announcement, which 
was issued last night, there was a difference 
of opinion as to the admissibility of evidence, 
and the representative of the workers with. 
drew. : | 
The Court was appointed on November 11, 
It consisted of the ee Mr. John P, 
O’Brien (Chairman); Mr. Eamonn Lynch, 
Secretary, lrish Trade Union Congress; and 
Mr. Joseph. Griffin, Secretary of the Imsh 
Sugar Company, with Mr. D. Twomsay, of the 
Department for Industry and Commerce, as 
Secretary to the Court. 
The following announcement was issued 
last evening by the Department of Industry 
and Commerce :— 
‘At the second meeting of the Court of 
[Inquiry established by the Minister for Ins 
dustry and Commerce, in connection with the 
recent dispute in the sugar industry, Mr. 
Eamonn Lynch, the member of the Court, 
nominated to represent the workers, withdrew 
from the meeting, following a decision by the 
majority of the Court on the admissibility of 
evidence from individuals, or bodies, other 
than the company and the two unions imme- 
diately concerned in the dispute. 
“The interpretation of its terms of refer- 
ence is a matter for the Court itself; and the 
Court by majority decided that any person, — 
or body of persons, who had a knowledge of 
the subject matter of the inquiry, would be 
heard by, or might be required to give 
evidence to the Court, provided any request 
for such hearing was of a _ representative 
character, and that the Court is satisfied, 
from a written summary of the proposed 
evidence, that it would be of assistance in 
the discharge of the Court’s functions. 
-** A quorum of the Court consists of its 
three members, and it cannot, therefore, in 
the circumstances which have arisen, proceed 
further with the inquiry.”
